Records Show 76 Were Killed in 1946, or I Decrease in 
Fatalities Last Year ovar 1948 of 4% — 34 of the 
Deaths Occur at Night and 23 During Daylight — 
Blame Speeders and Careless Pedestrians. 


During 1949 in the rural areas of Lehigh, Northamp­ 
ton and Bucku counties 57 persons were killed in motor 
vehicle accidents, according to the records of Pennsylvania 
State Police. 
In 1948, 56 persons were killed in the rural areas of 
the same counties. With 56 fatalities in 1948, this repre­ 
sents 1.8V increase in 1949. 
In addition to this, four persons were killed in the city 
of Allentown, seven in Bethlehem, one in Easton, two in 
Vkllertown, one in Nazareth, and one in Emaus. 
This makes a total of 73 persons killed in the three- 
county area; urban and rural, through 1949 as compared 
to 76 in 1948, or u reduction of 4% , 
By counties they are distributed as follows for 1949:
